PRESIDENT WILSON CONTINUES 
TO SHOW IMPROVEMENT 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.— President Wilson continued his 
progress toward recovery today, his physicians reporting that 
cumulative effects of several comfortable days and nights 
slowly was making itself felt In a gain of strength. 
He was 
kept in bed. however, and it was emphasized th a t he still was 
far from being a well man. 
T o d a y ’s bulletin was brief but expressed optim ism on the 
part of the physicians. 
It was signed by Rear-Adm iral Stitt, 
head of the naval medical school here and Dr. Sterling Ruffin 
of Washington, in addition to Rear-Admiral Cary T. Grayson, 
the president’s personal physician, and said: 
“ White House, Oct. 6, l l a. rn. 
“ The improvement in t h e president’s condition noted yes­ 
terday has continued. 
H e had a satisfactory night.. 
(Signed) 
“ Grayson, 
“ Ruffin, 
“ S titt.” 
This was the fir af tim e Doctors Stitt and Ruffin, w ho have 
been assisting Dr. Grayson, has signed a bulletin which was 
issued afte r a consultation between the doctors. 
There was no indication that the president would be per­ 
mitted to resume the duties of his office ut any tim e soon 
altho it was raid he m ig h t be able to give atte n tio n to some 
official m atters later in th e week. 
At a cabinet meeting at the White House, over which 
Secretary Lansing presided, Dr. Grayson advised th a t none 
but th e most pressing business be referred to the president. 
Afterward Secretary T u m u lty announced that a session around 
the cabinet table revealed little in various d e p a r tm e n t s that 
required immediate attentio n. 
Among the many messages of sympathy which kept the 
W hite House wires busy during the day was one from Pope 
Benedict, saying he prayed for the president's speedy recovery.
